1 0 atoms; X is O or S; Hal is F, CI, Br or I; n is 2-6, m is 1 -4, p is 0,1 ,2,3 or 4. The 
closest prior art is Mewshaw, etal. (US 6,150,533). The compound having the above 
Formula is neither taught nor suggested by the prior art.
